Environment  Center  Formed 


A new  Center  for 
Environmental  Studies  has  been 
organized  at  BYU,  it  was 
announced  today  by  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

In  a planning  and  organizational 
stage  since  1967,  the  Center 
involves  various  physical, 
biological  and  social  science 
departments  of  BYU  as  well  as 
governmental  and  private 
organizations.  Its  function  is  to 
integrate  in  an  interdisciplinary 
way  the  many  research  projects 
dealing  with  the  environment  so 
as  to  improve  the  quality  of  man’s 
environment. 

The  Utah  Lake  Research 
Station  and  other  BYU  field 
stations  concerned  with  range 
management,  conservation, 
pollution  and  other  ecological 
studies  will  be  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Center.  Its 
present  membership  includes 
more  than  40  scientists  and 
professional  personnel  from  11 
departments  in  three  colleges  of 
BYU  and  representatives  of 
governmental  and  private 
industry. 

Dr.  Dorald  M.  Allred  (zoology) 
coordinator  of  the  Center,  said 
the  organization  also  will  assist  in 
training  students  interested  in 
professional  careers  in 
environmental  studies,  support 
applications  for  funds  from 
private  foundations  and

research  and  implementation, 
focus  public  attention  and  interest

The  embargoed  states  of  Connecticut  and  New 
Jersey  were  reported  returning  rapidly  toward 
normal,  and  the  flow  of  mail  into  Connecticut 
resumed  for  the  first  time  since  last  week. 

Mail  will  still  not  be  sent  from  Provo  post  offices 
to  certain  locations  in  the  East  because  of  the  strike 
however. 

The  embargo  continues  to  these  Eastern  location: 
any  post  office  in  New  York  State,  zip  codes 
beginning  with  070-076  in  New  Jersey,  zip  codes 
540, 550-554  in  Minnesota  and  192  in  Pennsylvania. 

First-class  mail  and  air  mail  only  may  be  sent  to 
zip  codes  189-194  in  Pennsylvania. 

A limited  movement  of  outgoing  emergency  mail 
resumed  in  New  York -medical  supplies,  records  and 
prescriptions,  Social  Security,  pension,  welfare  and 
veterans’  benefits,  salary  checks,  items  for  Vietnam 
and  financial  and  legal  documents.  Such  mail  was 
accepted  at  post  offices,  but  there  were  no  street, 
office  or  home  pickups. 

Mail  was  sorted,  picked  up  at  airports  and 
shuttled  between  post  offices  by  National 
Guardsmen  and  reservists. 

“The  present  focus  is  on  sorting  out  the  mail  at 
the  three  largest  post  offices  in  the  city,”  said  a 
department  spokesman,  in  .New.Yprk..  ....

Divine  Communication’ 


Three  important  sources  of 
revelation  from  the  Lord  were 
outlined  by  Elder  Loren  C.  Dunn 
in  Devotional  assembly  Tuesday. 

Elder  Dunn  named  personal 
prayer,  divine  communication 
through  our  parents  and 
communication  as  it  comes 
through  our  priesthood  leaders, 
primarily  the  bishops,  as  sources 
of  revelation  bringing  us  some  of 
the  greatest  of  spiritual  blessings. 

Stating  that  there  is  nothing 
greater,  nothing  more  beautiful, 
than  for  us  to  establish  personal 
communication  with  God,  Elder 
Dunn  said  the  key  to  determining 
if  what  you  are  praying  about  is 
right,  is  to  study  it  out  in  your 
mind  and  come  to  a conclusion 
based  on  your  best  judgment. 

Prayer  is  “the  greatest 
opportunity  we  have  to  have 
personal  revelation,”  Elder  Dunn 
said.  If  we  have  prayed  properly 


we  will  find  it  very  hard  to  carry 
out  a wrong  decision. 

“Divine  communication 
through  our  parents”  is  possible 
where  a family  is  loving,  diligent, 
faithful  and  organized  as  it  should 
be.  Elder  Dunn  believes.  “As  we 
have  faith  in  our  parents,  the  Lord 
touches  their  hearts  to  help  guide 
us  in  the  right  direction.” 

Elder  Dunn  mentioned  bishops 
as  “the  most  undeveloped  source 
of  having  communication”  in 
connection  with  divine 
communication  as  it  comes 
through  our  priesthood  leaders. 

“Do  you  want  the  Lord  to 
speak  to  you?  Go  to  your 
bishop,”  he  urged.  “The  Lord  will 
bless  him  and  bless  you  too  ...” 

“If  you  want  your  bishop  to  act 
like  a bishop  . . . then  recognize 
him,  have  faith  in  him,  confide  in 
him  and  he  will  from  time  to  time 
be  touched  in  his  heart  and  he  will 
say  things  he  didn’t  even  know.”

BYU  has  great  opportunites  for  students  to  grow  academically.  But 
how  many  of  us  are  taking  advantage  of  these  opportunities? 

Most  students  are  unaware  that  the  faculty  is  of  highest  caliber.  A 
disproportionate  number  of  the  faculty  members  are  officers  in 
national  academic  organizations  and  recognized  authorities  in  their 
areas  of  study. 

Few  students  have  taken  advantage  of  the  learning  opportunity 
provided  by  the  “free  university,”  BYU  Academy.  At  the  Academy 
students  have  the  opportunity  to  study  many  subjects  relevant  to 
contemporary  society;  subjects  which  could  be  very  useful  to  a student 
in  his  life  after  graduation,  but  only  a relative  few  seem  to  be 
interested. 

The  Academics  Office,  individual  departments  and  various  other 
organizations  on  campus  sponsor  frequent  symposia  and  lectures,  but 
how  many  students  attend?  Many  of  these  symposia  and  lectures  are 
directly  relevant  to  the  major  area  of  study  of  many  students,  but  it  is 
rare  for  more  than  a handful  to  attend  them. 

It  seems  strange  that  these  things  should  be  so  in  a place  where  every 
student’s  supposed  goal  is  to  gain  a usable,  useful  education. 

Many  students  are  interested  in  sports  and  participate  in  or  attend  all 
types  of  sporting  events. 

Singing  groups  and  Program  Bureau-type  activities  involve  large 
numbers  of  students. 

THE  DAILY  UNIVERSE,  student  government  and  similar  activities 
involve  many  students. 

The  constant  social  activities  keep  many  of  us  busy. 

All  of  these  activities  are  important,  but  for  how  many  of  us  have 
they  become  too  important?  How  many  students  let  their  education 
suffer  to  participate  in  extra-curricular  activities?  For  how  many 
students  have  studying  and  classes  become  extra-curricular? 

It  is  unfortunate  that  a surprising  number  of  students  who  do  enjoy 
and  grow  from  participating  in  these  many  non-academic  activities  lose 
the  privilege  of  participating  in  them  by  losing  their  academic 
enrollment  privileges  because  they  failed  to  keep  up  in  their  studies. 

We  as  students  need  to  reassess  our  attitudes  and  priorities  and  put 
our  academic  activities  back  in  first  place  where  they  belong.  Not  to  do 
so  would  be  to  attend  the  University  under  false  pretenses  and  also 
would  be  a great  waste  of  time  and  money  for  all  concerned.

ASBYU  President,  ran  on  a 
platform  of  little  more  than 
“benign  neglect”  toward  student 
government  and  it  got  him 
elected. 

Perhaps  this  is  exactly  what  the 
Administration  is  hoping  will 
happen  in  the  area  of  our  present 
racial  strife.

The  people  in  the  Soviet  Union 
were,  however,  “interested  and 
laudatory  toward  the  U.S.  space 
program.  They  congratulated  us 
on  our  achievements,  and 
conceded  we  had  won  (the  space 
race)  and  would  be  ahead  for  a 
few  years.” 

He  added  they  were  “amazed” 
about  our  openness  in  the  space 
program. 

The  Soviet  people  are 
uninformed  about  foreign  affairs, 
and  consider  them  the 
government’s  business,  according 
to  Montgomery. 

Commenting  on  the  Soviet 
press,  he  said  it  is  not  objective 
about  foreign  affairs.  He  said  he 
wasn’t  there  long  enough  to 
juddge  how  objective  they  were 
about  internal  affairs,  but  said 
they  would  consider  the  building 
of  a new  cement  factory  more 
newsworthy  than  a bus  crash  in 
which  all  the  passengers  were 
killed. 

“Journalists  there  consider  that 
they  have  freedom  of  the  press, 
but  have  different  concepts  (than 
the  U.S.)  of  what  should  and 
shouldn’t  be  talked  about,” 
according  to  Montgomery. 

He  said  under  the  Soviet 
government  the  people  consider 
themselves  better  off  than  they’ve 
ever  been  before,  and  believe 
things  are  getting  better,  although 
the  standard  of  living  there  is  not 
high  by  American  standards. 

Montgomery’s  living  quarters  in 
Tashkent  had  no  bathing  facilities, 
flush  toilet,  or  hot  water. 

Montgomery  believes  the  study 
of  the  non-Russian  Soviet 
language  and  literature  of  the 
Uzbek-Turks  will  open  new  areas 
of  understanding. 

He  joined  the  Asian  Studies 
Dept,  faculty  this  semester.  He 
graduated  from  BYU  in  1961  with 
a B.A.  in  history  and  earned  his 
master’s  degree  at  Indiana 
University  in  Inter-Asian  studies 
in  1966.

The  Beatles,  Sergio  Mendes  and 
Tom  Jones  are  all  “in”  sounds  on 
most  radio  stations.  But  for 
KBYU-FM  (88.9  MH2)  the  more 
often  heard  melodies  come  from 
such  artists  as  Beethoven,  Bach 
and  Brahms. 

KBYU-FM  is  a public  radio 
station  operated  in  the  public 
interest  by  Broadcast  Services.  Its 
primary  aim  is  to  provide 
specialized  informational  and  fine 
arts  programming  of  the  finest 
quality  for  the  people  of  Utah. 

On  a typical  broadcast  day 
KBYU-FM  devotes  about  one-half 
of  its  1714  hours  to  music 
programs  ranging  from  traditional 
classics  to  folk,  Broadway, 
Hollywood,  jazz  and  significant 
contemporary  works. 

Representative  of  talk  programs 
heard  on  a typical  broadcast  day 
are  news  reports,  analyses  of 
world  events,  dramatizations, 
children’s  programs,  discussions 
on  cultural  affairs,  book  reviews, 
programs  on  social  and  scientific 
affairs  and  homemaking  features. 

I II  defining  ‘‘public 
broadcasting,”  Leland  Stott, 
station  manager,  stated  that 
“public  radio  is  designed  to  serve 
rather  than  instructional.  Public 
radio  is  designed  to  provide 
programs  which  would  normally 
not  be  available  elsewhere.” 

He  further  commented  that 
“there  are  no  commercials  on  a 
public  radio  station.  Because  there 
is  no  pressure  from  sponsors,  we 
are  free  to  experiment  with 
different  types  of  broadcasting 
programs.” 

Amon^  the  innovative  types  of 
programming,  Dave  Koralewski, 
music  director,  gave  the  example 
of  “Contemporary  Sound 
Sculptures.”  On  the  air  every 
Saturday  , evening  at  9 p.m.,  the 
program  examines  the  most 
unusual  kinds  of  music,  such  as 
electronic  sounds.  Koralewski 
described  a record  played  on  the 


program  which  contained  sounds 
of  a creaking  door  intermingled 
with  sounds  of  a person  sighing. 

For  those  interested  in  jazz, 
there  is  the  “Jazz  For  A Saturday 
Afternoon.”  At  5 p.m.,  John 
Colby  presents  what  Stott 
considers  to  be  the  most  unique 
thing  in  jazz  programming. 

Comedy  is  provided  for  with 
the  Monday  and  Thursday  evening 
‘‘Goon  Show.’’  A BBC 
radio-program  played  in  the  50s, 
it  is  Britain’s  version  of 
“Laugh-In.”  KBYU-FM  has  made 
“The  Goon  Show”  part  of  its 
daily  “Creative  Radio”  program. 
Tuesday  evening  is  “The 
Rumrunners,”  a half  hour  comedy 
on  prohibition,  and  Wednesday  is 
“Bob  and  Ray’s  Music  Factory.” 

Saturday  evening  is  the  BBC 


World  Theatre.”  This  is  the  best 
drama  series  being  produced  for 
radio  anywhere  in  the 
English-speaking  world .
